7 VERY woman at some time or 

other is excited at the pros- 
pect of making her own cosmetics 
Certainly it is fun to do things for 
yourself occasionally. even thougb 
you can afford the best on the 
n.arket. But you should under- 
stand that there is little economy 
in making cosmetics at home. 

Even the simplest cold cream. 
for instance calls for at least half 
a dozen ingredients. some of them 
quite expensive. And even the sim- 
plest formulas require considerable 
time and trouble in the mixing. 
However. if. you feel that the sat- 
isfaction {s worth what it costs. 
here are some recipés that can be 
prepared at home with a degree of 
Success. 

Cold Cream.— This cream can 
be used for cleansing or nourish- 
ing. Melt together in the top of a 
double boiler, one ounce each of 
white wax, spermaccti, lanoline, 
white vaseline and coconut oil

Astringent. — Put into a large 
bottle, four ounces orange flower 
water, two ounces witch hazel, one 
tablespoon saturate solution boric 
acid and one teaspoon tinctire 
benzoin. Shake well each time be- 
fore using as the mixture may 
tend to separate.
